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Party-in-Interest ORDER

Claimant, on his own behalf, filed a Notice of Appeal dated July 27, 2004, of the
administrative law judge’' s Decision and Order dated June 14, 2004, and filed in the Office of the
District Director on June 15, 2004. In support, claimant also attached a copy of amedical report
dated June 4, 2004. Claimant’s appeal is assigned the Board’ s docket number, BRB No. 04-826
BLA.

Section 802.205 of the Rules of Practice and Procedure of the Benefits Review Board
provide that a Notice of Appeal must be filed within thirty (30) days from the date the decision or
order isfiled in the Office of the District Director. 20 C.F.R. 8802.205. Failureto file an appeal
within the period specified shall foreclose all rightsto review by the Board. 20 C.F.R. §8802.205,
802.220. Intheinstant case, the last day of the designated filing period ended on July 15, 2004.
Therefore, clamant’ sappeal, dated July 27, 2004, should have beenfiled on or before July 15, 2004.



Accordingly, claimant's appeal isdismissed asuntimely filed. 33U.S.C. §8921(a); 20 C.F.R.
§802.205.

In light of the above action, claimant’s medical report dated June 4, 2004, is being returned
with thisOrder.* 20 C.F.R. §802.216.
